additional duty of three pence ; for and upon every yard of all foreign ſtuffs called 
romalls, and all manufactures made of cotton or of cotton and linen mixed, as 
well muſlins as others, whether plain, painted or ſtained, except of the manu- 
facture of Great Britain, an additional duty of fix pence; for and upon all da- 
malk toweling, napkins, or cloths made of flax or hemp, not being of the manu- 
factute of Great Britain, an additional duty of fix pence by the yard, if the ſame

Parliament aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That from and after the 
twenty fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty five, the ſe- 
veral and reſpeCtive. cuſtoms, ſublidies, and all other duties whatſoever, payable 
to your Majeſty, your heirs and ſucceſſors, by any law or laws whatſoever now 
in force upon the exportation of any goods or merchandizes, the product or ma- - 
nufacture of this kingdom, except the alnage duties, ſhall ceaſe, determine, and 
be no longer due or payable for ſo much of the ſaid goods and merchandizes as 
ſball be exported, except thoſe touching which a ſpecial proviſion herein after 
made. 
II. And be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That nothing herein contain- 
ed ſhall extend or be conſtrued to extend to determine, alter, leſſen, or repeal 
any cuſtom or other duty payable on exportation from this kingdom to any place

which ſeveral and reſpective allowances or ſums of money ſhall be paid and 
anſwered by the collector or other officer of the port from whence the ſame ſhall 
be exported, upon demand, without taking fee or reward for the ſame, on oath, 
or in caſe of a known quaker, on ſolemn affirmation being made by the exporter

Payment of the Army and their Quarters within this King- 


—_ the raiſing or keeping a Ades army within n 
in time of peace, unleſs it be with the conſent of Parliament, is againſt 
law: and whereas. it is judged neceſſary by his Majeſty, and this preſent Parlia- 
ment, that a body of forces ſhould be continued for the ſafety of this kingdom, and 


the defence of the poſſeſſions of his Majeſty's crown; and the whole number of ſuch 


forces ſhould conſiſt of fifteen thouſand and ninety two men; whereof twelve 
thouſand men, commiſſioned and non-commiſſioned officers included, ſhall be kept 
within this kingdom for the neceſſary defence of the ſame, at all times, except in 
caſes of invaſion or rebellion in Great Britain: and whereas no man can be fore- 
judged of life or limb, or ſubjected in time of peace to any kind of puniſhment 


within this realm by martial law, or in any other manner than by the judgment of 


his peers, and according to the known and eſtabliſhed Jaws of this realm; yet ne- 
vertheleſa, it being requiſite for the retaining all the before mentioned forces in their 
duty, that an exact diſcipline be obſerved, and that ſoldiers who ſhall mutiny or ſtir 
up ſedition, or ſhall deſert his Majeſty's ſervice be brought to a more exemplary and 
ſpeedy puniſhment than the uſual forms of the law will allow: be it therefore en. 
acted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of 
the lords (piritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, 


and by the authority of the ſame, That if any perſon being muſtered or in pay as 


an officer, or who i is, or ſhall be liſted, or in pay as 2 ſoldjer, ſhall at any time dur- 
ing the continuance of this act, begin, excite, cauſe, or join in any mutiny or ſe- 


dition in the regiment, troop, or company to which he doth. belong, or in any other

« ſhall be any commotion in any part of this kingdom, by reaſon of which 
« emergency, her Majeſty's army, or any conſiderable part thereof, ſhall be com- 
& manded to march from any part of this kingdom to another, or during ſuch 
t time cr times as he or they ſhall be on their march as aforeſaid.” , 
XXV. And whereas the barracks in this kingdom are not at preſent ſufficient 
to lodge all the forces upon its military eſtabliſhment : and whereas it may be ne- 
ceſſary to ſtation part of the troops in places where there are not barracks, or not 
ſufficient barracks to hold them: be it enacted, and it is hereby declared and 
agreed, by the authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful, notwithſtand- 
ing the ſaid recited at, to and for the conſtables and other chief officers and 
magiſtrates of cities, towns, villages, and other places within this kingdom, and 
in their default or abſence, for any one juſtice of the peace inhabiting in or near 
any ſuch city, town, village, or place, and for no others, and ſuch conſtables, 
and other chief magiſtrates as aforeſaid, are hereby required to quarter and billet 
the officers and ſoldiers in his Majeſty's ſervice in inns, livery ſtables, ale houſes, 
victualling houſes, and the houſes of ſellers of wine by retail, to be drank in 
their own houſes, or places thereunto belonging; and all houſes of perſons ſel- 
ling brandy, ſtrong waters, cyder, or metheglin by retail; and where there ſhall 
not be found ſufficient room in ſuch houſes, then and in ſuch manner as has been 
heretofore cuſtomary : nor ſhall any more billets at any time be ordered, than 
there are effective ſoldiers preſent to be quartered ; all which billets, when made out 
by ſuch chief magiſtrates or conſtables, ſhall be delivered into the hands of the 
cammanding officer preſent : and if any conſtable or ſuch like officer or magiſtrate 
as aforeſaid, ſhall preſume to quarter or billet any ſuch officer or ſoldier in any 
houſe, not within the meaning of this act, without the conſent of the owner or 


_ occupier, then ſuch owner or occupier, ſhall have his or their remedy at law 


againſt ſuch magiſtrate or officer for the damage that ſuch owner or occupier ſhall 
ſuſtain thereby : and if any military officer ſhall take upon him to quarter ſoldiers 
otherwiſe than is limited and allowed by this act, or ſhall uſe or offer any menace 
or compulſion to or upon any mayors, conſtables, or other civil officers before 
mentioned, tending to deter or diſcourage any of them from performing any part 
of their duty hereby required or appointed, ſuch military officer ſhall for every 
ſuch offence, being thereof convicted before any two or more of the next juſtices 
of the peace of the county, by the oath of two credible witneſſes, be deemed and 
taken to be ie facto caſhiered, and ſhall be utterly diſabled to have or hold auy 


military employment within this kingdom: provided the ſaid conviction be affirm- 


ed at the next aſſizes or quarter ſeſſions of the peace for the ſaid county, or coun- 
ty of the city, and a certificate thereof tranſmitted to the judge advocate, who 
is hereby obliged to certify the ſame to the next court martial: and in caſe any 
perſon ſhall find himſelf aggrieved, in that ſuch conſtable, chief officer or magii- 
trate, ſuch chief officer or magiſlrate not being a juſtice of the peace, has quar- 
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tered or billeted in his houſe, a greater number of ſoldiers than he ought to bear A, D. 


in proportion to his neighbours, and ſhall complain thereof to one or more juſtice 
or juſtices of the peace of the diviſion, city, or liberty where ſuch ſoldiers are 
quartered; or in caſe ſuch chief officer or magiſtrate ſhall be a juſtice of the 
peace, then on complaint made to two or more juſtices of the peace of ſuch di- 
viſion, city, or liberty, ſuch reſpectively ſhall have, and have hereby power to re-

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lieve ſuch perſon, by ordering ſuch and ſo many of the ſoldiers to be removed and 


quartered upon ſuch other perſon or perſons as they ſhall ſee cauſe; and ſuch 
other perſon or perſons ſhall be obliged to receive ſuch ſoldiers accordingly. 

XXVI. And whereas great inconvenience happens from the billeting of ſoldiers 
ſingly: be it therefore enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time 
hereafter, a leſs number than two men ſhall be billeted in any one houſe, and 
ſuch billets may be changed once every month if. thought neceſſary by the chief 
magiſtrate, to prevent any burthen thereby ariſing from falling heavy on particu- 
lar individuals, 

XXVII. And as very great detriment and inconvenience ariſes to the ſervice 
from the diſperſing and billeting of ſoldiers when on a march at a great diſtance 
from the place or places where they are meant to be quartered, and contrary to 
the true intent and meaning of the ſaid laſt recited act, and by reaſon of which 


they are placed wide of their intended route for the next day's march: be ir 


therefore enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time when troops are on 
a march, ſhall any of them be billeted above one mile from the place or places 
mentioned in the route. 

XXVIIL Provided always, and he je ede by the authority aforeſaid, That 
if any officer ſhall take, or cauſe to be taken, or knowingly ſuffer to be taken, any 
money of any perſon for excuſing the quartering of officers or ſoldiers, or any ot 
them, in any houſe allowed by this act, every ſuch officer ſhall be caſhiered, and 
de incapable of ſerving in any military employment whatſoever. 

XXIX. And whereas great inconveniencies have ariſen, and may ariſe in ſuch 
places where horſe or dragoons are, or may be quartered, by the billeting of the 
men and their horſes at different houſes, and often at great diſtances from one 
another, contrary to the true intent and meaning of this act: be it therefore enact- 
ed by the authority aforeſaid, That in all places where horſe or dragoons ſhall be 
quartered or billeted in purſuance of this act for the future, the men and their 
horſes ſhall be billeted in one and the ſame houſe, except in caſe of neceſſity, 
and that in no dther caſe whatſoever there be leſs than one man billeted where 
there ſhall be one or two horſes, nor leſs than two men where there ſhall be four 
horſes, and fo in proportion for a greater number 3 and in ſuch caſe, each man 
ſhall be billeted as near his horſe as poſſible. 10 

XXX. And whereas ſome doubts have ariſen whether commanding officers of 
any regiment, troop, or company, may exchange any men or horſes quartered in 
any town or place with another man or horſe quartered in the ſame place for the 
benefit of the ſervice : be it declared and enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That 
ſuch exchange as above mentioned, may be made by ſuch commanding officers re. 
ſpectively, provided the number of men or horſes do not exceed the number at 
that time billeted on ſuch houſe or houſesz and the conſtables, tithing-men, 
head-boroughs, and other chief officers and magiſtrates of the cities, towns, 
and villages, or other places where any regiment, troop, or company ſhall be 
quartered, are hereby required to billet ſuch men and horſes ſo exchanged 
accordingly.

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. A. D. XXI. And be it further enscted by the authority aforeſaid, That from and af. 
| Ys ter the twenty fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty five, 
Chab.

| der officers ſhall receive any fees, or make any deductions whatſoever out of the pay 
of any-officer or ſoldier in his Majeſty's army, or from their agents, which ſhall 
grow due from and after the ſaid twenty fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and eighty ſive, other than the uſual deductions for elothing, and ſuch other 
neceſſary directions as are now made, or ſhall from time to time be directed by his 
Majeſty under his royal ſign manual. 15 | 
XXXII. And that the quarters of officers and foldiers in this kingdom, may here- 
after be duly paid and ſatisfied, his Majeſty's duties of exciſe better anſwered, and 
that the owners of houſes on whom. officers and ſoldiers ſhall be billeted, may be 
. encouraged to provide proper accommodation for ſuch officers, ſoldiers, and their 
horſes: be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That except during fuch times as 
the troops ſhall be on their march, or during ſuch times as there ſhall be any com- 
motion in any part of this kingdom, payment ſhall be made for each officer and ſol- 
Hier during the time he or they ſhall occupy ſuch billet, at the following weekly 
| rates, vitelicet, in Dublin, for each field officer and captain, eight ſhillings; for each 
ſubaltern officer, ſeven ſhillings z for each ſerjeant of dragoons or foot, or corporal 
.of horſe, one ſhilling and one penny; for each trooper, dragoon, or foot ſoldier, 
fix penee halfpenny; in the country, for each field officer or captain, five ſhillings; 
For each ſubaltern officer, three ſhillings and ſix pence; for each ſerjeant of dragoons 
.or foot, or corporal of Horſe, one ſhilling; for each trooper, dragoon, or foot ſoldier, 
> fix pence ; the payment of the officers "lodgings to be made by the officers them- 
| ſelves, in the preſent accuſtomed manner ; the payment of the mens lodgings to be 
made monthly by the commanding officer of each corps in each quarter, in conſe- 
«quence of money ſent them for that purpoſe by their ſeveral regimental agents: 
and in order to enable the agents to remit fuch money, ſuch ſums ſhall be advanced 
to them as ſhall be neceſſary, for which the regiments ſhall be accountable, and which 
ſums ſhall be accounted for in the uſual manner. 
XXX]. And as an encouragement to provide proper and ſufficient ftabling for 
the horſes ſo billeted, four pence per week ſhall be paid to the owners of ſtables for 
each horſe, during the time each ſhall remain in ſuch manner, and under fuch cir- 
.cumſtances as the quarters of the men are paid; and in che caſe of any troop or 
company being ſuddenly ordered to march, and that the reſpective commanding of- 
ficers are not enabled to make payment of the ſums due for the lodging of the men 
and horſes, every ſuch officer ſhall, before his departure, make up the account with 
every perſon with whom ſuch troop or company may have been quartered, and fign 
.a centficate.thereof; which account and certiſicate ſhall be tranſmitted to the agent 
of the regiment, that immediate payment may be procured in the accuſtomed man- 
XXIV. And be it further enacted, That the clauſes and cireumſtanoes of this 
act, ſhall, in every particular, extend to all recruiting parties whatſoever, and their 
recruits, of his Majeſty's land or marine forces, that may be employed on that ſer- 
vice withinthis kingdom; and quarters ſhall at all times upon requiſition, be granted 
to ſuch parties and their recruits, as preſcribed by this act, they paying for the ſame 
at the rates before directed, notwithſtanding there may be barracks in the places 
here ſuch quarters are ſo demanded. 
IX. And be it further enacted, That every non-commiſſioned officer and 
Caldier, who ſhall be billeted according to the proviſions of this act, ſhall be 
entitled 


3 | Xen) at war, commiſſary, or muſter · maſter, or any other officer whatſoever, or their un- 
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entitled to, and receive proper and ſufficient accommodation reſpeQively, 
and alſo the uſe of kitchen utenſils, to cook and eat their victuals in their quar- 
ters. 

XXXVI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That for the 
better and more regular proviſion of carriages for his Majeſty's forces in their 
marches, or for their arms, clothes, or accoutrements, all juſtices of the peace 
within their ſeveral counties, diviſions, ſhires, libertics, and precinQs, being duly re- 
quired thereunto by an order from the chief governor or governors of this kingdom, 
or the general of his forces, or the maſter general of his Majeſty's ordnance, ſhall, 
as often as ſuch order is brought and ſhewn unto one or more of them by the quar- 
ter-maſter, adjutant, or other officer, or non-commiſſioned officer of the regiment, 
detachment, troop, or company, ſo ordered to march, iſſue out his or their warrants 
to the conſtables or petty conſtables of the diviſion, city, liberty, hundred, and pre- 
cint, from, through, near, or to which ſuch regiment, detachment, troop, 
or company ſhall be ordered to march, requiring them to make ſuch proviſion for 
carriages, with able men to drive the ſame, as is mentioned in the ſaid warrant, al- 
lowing them ſufficient time to do the ſame, that the neighbouring parts may not 
always bear the burthen: and in caſe ſufficient carriages cannot be provided within 
any ſuch liberty, diviſion, or precinct, then the next juſtice or juſtices of the peace 
of the county or diviſion, ſhall upon ſuch order as aforeſaid being brought or ſhewn 
to one or more of them, by any of the officers aforeſaid, iſſue his or their warrant 
to the conſtables or petty conſtables of ſuch next county, liberty, diviſion, or pre. 
cinQ, for the purpoſes aforeſaid, to make up ſuch deficiency : and ſuch conſtable or 
petty conſtable ſhall order and appoint fuch perſon or perſons having carriages 
| within their roſpeQive liberties as they ſhall think proper, to provide and furniſh 
ſuch carriages and men according to the warrant aforeſaid, who are hereby required 
to provide and furniſh the ſame accordingly: and if any military officer or officers» 
for the uſe of whoſe troop or company the carriage was provided, ſhall force and 
conſtrain any carriage to travel more than one day's journey, except as hereafter 
excepted, or ſhall not diſcharge the ſame in due time for their return home, or 
ſhall ſuffer any ſoldier or ſervant, (except ſuch as are fick) or any woman to ride in 
the carriage aforeſaid, or ſhall force any conſtable or petty conftable, by threatenings 
or menacing words, to provide ſaddle horſes for themfelves, or ſervants, or ſhall force 
horſes from the owners, by themſelves, fervants, or ſoldiers, every ſuch officer, for 
every fuch offence, ſhall forfeit the ſum of five pounds, proof thereof being made 
upon oath before two of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace of the ſame county, 
_ who are to certify the ſame to the paymaſter general, or other reſpective paymaſter 
of his Majeſty's forces, who is hereby required to pay the aforeſaid ſum of five 
pounds, according to the order and appointment, under the hands and ſeals of the 
aforeſaid juſtices of the peace of the ſame county, who are hereby empowered to 
deduct the ſame out of ſuch officer's pay: and the aforeſaid officer or officers, who 
by virtue of the aforeſaid warrant from the juſtices of the peace, are to demand 
che carriage or carriages therein mentioned, of the conſtable or petty conſtable to 
whom the warrant is directed, is and are hereby required, before the owner of fuch 
carriage ſhall be compelled to take any loading, or be forced to proceed in the march 
with his carriage, to pay down in hand to the owner of ſuch carriage, or his ſervant, 
the ſums herein after mentioned, for every mile, or reputed mile they are to march, 
that is to ſay ; for every hundred weight which the owner or owners of any wheel- 
carriage ſhall take as loading on ſuch wheel-carriage, the ſum of one halfpenny for 
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every mile or reputed mile he or they ſhall therewith march: and if any efficer or 
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perſon requiring ſuch carriages as aforeſaid, ſhall neglect or refuſe to pay to the 
owner of ſuch carriage the ſums hereby appointed to be paid, he and they ſhall 
fotſeit the ſum of forty ſhillings ſterling to the party injured, on ſuch proof, and in 
ſuch manner as is herein before appointed. . 

XXXVIL And be it further enacted, That no owner of ſuch carriage be com- 
pelled or obliged to take any loading, until the ſame ſhall be firſt duly weighed at 
the expence of the owner or owners of ſuch carriage, if he or they ſhall think fir, 
and the ſame can be done in a reaſonable time without let or hindrance of his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervice ; and if any officer or other perſon requiring ſuch carriage, ſhall force 
or compel the owner to take any loading until the ſame ſhall be firſt duly weighed, 
if the ſame can be done in a reaſonable time as aforeſaid, or ſhall contrary to the 
will of the owner of ſuch carriage, or his ſervant, put, or permit any perſon what- 
ever to put any greater load upon any carriage than as is herein after directed, either 
at the time of loading, or on the march, every ſuch officer ſhall, for every ſuch of- 
ſence, forfeit the ſum of twenty ſhillings to the party injured, on ſuch proof, and in 
ſuch manner as is herein before appointed. „ e 

XXXVII. And be it further enacted, That no carriage impreſſed by authority of 
this act, ſhall be liable or obliged to carry above fix hundred weight, and if the owner 
ſhall conſent to carry above ſix hundred weight, on any carriage, he ſhall be 


allowed and paid at the rate of one halfpenny per mile, for every hundred 


above the weight of fix hundred pounds put on his carriage: and the owner 
or. owners of ſuch carriage or carriages ſhall not be compelled or obliged to 

with ſuch carriage or carriages under the ſum of three pence per 
mile or reputed mile, at the leaſt, in caſe he or they ſhall be required to carry a leſs 
weight on ſuch carriage or carriages than fix hundred pound weight for each car- 
riage. " 


XXX. And be it further enacted, That if through the neglect of any conſtable, 
after notice given as aforeſaid, to provide carriages as before mentioned, the officer 
commanding in chief ſhall be neceſſitated to halt, that then, and in ſuch caſe only, 
it all and may be lawful to and for ſaid officer to take the carriages one day's 


march more according to the route, paying one halfpenny per mile for each hun- 


dred weight of loading as before mentioned: and the owners of ſuch carriages, 
upon complaint made by them or their ſervant to any juſtice of peace or chief ma- 
giſtrate next adjoining to the place where ſuch carriages were to have been provid- 
ed, ſhall receive, over and above the halfpenny per mile per hundred weight of load- 
ing before ſpecified, three pence more per mile for each carriage, to be paid by the 
conſtable who made default in providing carriages ; the ſaid laſt ſum to be levied im- 
mediately after demand and refuſal, by warrant of -any juſtice of peace or 
chief magiſtrate of the place next adjoining z which. ſaid juſtice or chief magiſ- 
trate is hereby required to grant the ſame immediately on demand, without fee or 
reward. 

XI. And be it further enacted, That notice ſhall be given to the lord mayor of 
the city of Dublin, at leaſt twenty four hours before the march of any troops or 
companies of ſoldiers out of the ſaid city, of the number of the troops or 
companies appointed to march; whereupon the lord mayor for the time being, 
ſhall ſummon a proportionable number of cars out of the licenſed cars, brick 
cars, and other cars within the county of the ſaid city, and ſo from time to 
time the ſaid cars are by turns to be employed in carrying the baggage of ſuch 
troops or companies, at the prices, and under the regulations herein before men- 
tioned ; and it is hereby directed, that no country cars or carriages coming to

kets of this kingdom, (hall by detained or employed in carrying the baggage of 
the army on any pretence whatſoever. 

XII. And whereas ſeveral acts of Parliament of the fixth of Queen Anne, and 
the ſecond and fifteenth of George the ſecond, and of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth of George the third, are now in force for the providing of carriages for 
the baggage of Toldiers on their march: be it enacted, That the ſeveral clauſes 
contained in the ſaid acte, relative to the carriage of the army baggage, do from 
the paſſing of this act, ceaſe and determine. | 

XIII. And be it further enafted, That the numbers of carriages to be allowed 


each troop or company, ſhall be from time to time regulated by order of go- 
yernment, in proportion to the eſtabliſhment of fuch troop or company: and the 


ſams ordered to be advanced as aforeſaid, for the payment of carriage of baggage 
by the officer or officers reſpectively, ſhall be to them repaid by the paymaſter ge- 


neral, or vice-treaſurer of this kingdom for the time being, without fee or re-

XIII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any high 
conſtable, or petty conſtable, ſhall wilfully neglect or refuſe to execute ſuch warrants 


of the juſtices of the peace, as hall be directed unto them, for providing carri- - 


ages as aforeſaid ; or if any perſon or perſous appointed by ſuch conſtable, or petty 
conſtable to provide or furniſh any carriage and man, ſhall refuſe or negle& to 
provide the fame, or any other perſon or perſons whatſoever, ſhall wilfully do any 
act or thing whereby the execution of the faid warrant all be hindered or fruſ- 
trated; every ſuch conſtable or other perſon or perſons ſo offending, ſhall for 
| every ſuch offence, forfeit any fum not exceeding forty ſhillings, nor leſs than 
twenty ſhillings, to the uſe of the poor of the pariſh where any ſuch offence 


ſhall be committed; and all and every ſach offence and offences, ſhall and 


may be enquired of, heard, and finally determined by two of his Majeſty's juf- 
tices of the prace, dwelling in or near the place where ſuch offence ſhall be com- 
mitted, who have hereby power to cauſe the ſaid penaliy to be levied by diſtreſs 
and (ale of the offenders goods and chattles, rendering the overplus (if any) to 
the owner. 

XIV. And be it enaQted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any officer, mili- 
tary or civil, by this act authorized to quarter ſoldiers in any houſes hereby appoint- 
ed for that purpoſe, ſhall at any time, during the continuance of this act, quarter 
any of the wives, children, men, or maid ſeryants of any officer or ſoldier in any ſuch 
houſes, againſt the conſent of the owners, the party offending, if an officer of the army, 
- ſhall, upon complaint and proof thereof made to the commander in chief of the army, 
or judge advocate, be ip/o ful caſbiered ; and if a conſtable, tiching-man, or other 


civil officer, he. ſhall forfeit to the party aggrieved twenty ſhillings, upon complaint 
and proof thereof made to the next juſtice of the peace, to be levied by warrant 
& ſuch juſtice, by diſtreſs and ſale of his gopds, rendering the overplus to the 


party, after deducting reaſonable charges in taking the ſame. 


XLV. And for the better preſervation of the game, in ar near ſuch place where 


any officers or ſoldiers ſhall at any time be quarcered : be it enated by the au- 


thority «forefaid, That if from and after the twenty fifth day of March, one 
thoufand feven hundred and cighty five, any officer or ſoldier ſhall, without

| Chap. 28, who is and are hereby empowered and authorized to hear and determine the ſame, 
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that is to ſay, every officer ſo offending, ſhall, for every ſuch offence, forfeit the 
ſum of five pounds, to be diſtributed among the poor of the place where ſuch 
offence ſhall þe committed; and every officer commanding in chief upon the 
place, for every ſuch ofence committed by any ſoldier under his command, 
ſhall forfeit the ſum of twenty ſhillings, to be paid and diſtributed in man- 
ner aforeſaid; and if upon conviction, made by the juſtices of the peace, 
and demand thereof alſo made by the conſtable or overſeers of the poor, ſuch

XLVI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every non- 
commiſſioned officer who ſhall be convicted ar a general or regimental court-martial 
of having embezzled or miſapplied any money, with which he may have been en- 
truſted for the payment of the men under his command, or for enliſting men into 
his Majeſty's fervice, ſhall be reduced to ſerve in the ranks as a private ſoldier, and 
be put under ſtoppages until the money be made good, and ſuffer ſuch corporal 
puniſhment, not extending to life or limb, as the court martial ſhall think fit. 
XLVII. And whereas ſeveral ſoldiers being duly liſted, do afterwards deſert, and 
are often found wandering or otherwiſe abſenting themſelves illegally from his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervice : it is hereby further enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and 
For the conſtable of the town or place where any perſon, who may be reaſon- 
ably ſuſpected to be ſuch a deſerter, ſhall be found, to apprehend, or cauſe him to 
be apprehended, and to cauſe ſuch perſon to be brought before any juſtice of the 
peace living in or near ſuch town or place, who hath hereby power to examine 
ſuch ſuſpected perſon, and if by his 'confeſhon, or the teſtimony of one or more 
witneſs or witneſſes upon oath, or by the knowledge of ſuch juſtice of the 
peace, it ſhall appear or be found, that ſuch ſuſpected perſon is a liſted ſoldier, 
and ought to be with the troop or company to which he belongs, ſuch juſ- 
tice of the peace ſhall forthwith cauſe him to be conveyed to the gaal of the 
county or place where he ſhall be found, or the houſe of correction or other pub- 
lick priſon in ſuch town or place where ſuch deſerter ſhall be apprehend-

And be it further enacted, That the land-waiters appointed for the de- 
livery of every ſhip or veſſel arriving at any port or place in this kingdom, and 
having tobacco on board, are hereby authorized and required, upon, the land- 
ing of any ſuch tobacco, to cauſe ſuch landing-mark to be fixed and ſet upon 
every hogſhead, caſk, cheſt, or other package whatſoever containing the ſame, 
as ſhall be directed by the commiſſioners of the revenue, and the ſaid land-

XXIV. And be it further enacted, That from and after the twenty fifth day of 
March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty fix, no debenture ſhall be made 
forth for any tobacco imported into this kingdom from and after the ſaid day, 
nor any drawback be paid or allowed for the ſame when exported or entered 
outwards for exportation, to any part or parts. beyond the ſeas, unleſs the

4. Act for granting unto His Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, 
" certain Duties on Carriages. 


E your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal fubjets the commons of Ireland, 
in Parliament aſſembled, towards raifing the neceſſary ſupplies to defray 


' the expences of your Majeſty's government have reſolved to grant unto your 


Majeſty, the feveral rates and duties herein after mentioned: be it therefore en- 
«Qed by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with «he, advice and conſent 
of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent Parliament 
aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That for and upon every coach, 
chariot, berlin, calaſh, or chaife with four wheels, which any perſon ſhall keep 
in his or her poſſeſſion, at any time between the twenty-fifth day of March, one 
thoufand ſeven hundred and righty-ſix, and the twenty-fiſth day of March, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-ſeven, being in number not more that one, 
there ſhall be raifed, collected, and paid to your Majeſty an additional duty of 
three pounds, and for and upon every coach, chariot, berlin, calaſh, or chaiſe with 
four wheels, which any perfon hall ſo keep, exceeding that number, an additional 
duty of four pounds, and for and upon all chaiſes with two wheels only, which

IM. And to prevent addy parting 4h 6 HA 46 crate ie heh upon 
carriages with four wheels and two wheels, make uſe of 2 carriage or 
with wheels of fuch ſmalt dimenß ons, as are properly fuited to cabriolets or gar- 
den chairs, intended only for. pleaſure, giving the name of cabriolets or garden- 
chairs to ſuch carriages fo uſed upon journies and otherwiſe: be it enaQted by the 
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two wheels, ſhall be deemed a cabriolet or garden-chair, or be exempted from 
ED ſuch, in caſe the ſame ſhall be uſed by ;any perſon not paying duty 
for one or more carriage or carriages with four wheels, or in caſe the ſame ſhall 
be uſed upon any publick or high road, at the diſtance of more than three miles 
from the houſe or demeſne of the perſon to whom the ſame ſhall belong, unleſs 
for the purpoſe of ſending ſuch carriage home to the proprietor thereuf, when 
it ſhall have been firſt purchaſed, or for the purpoſe of ſending the ſame to be 
repaired or returning therefrom, when it ſhall have been repaired ; and that no 
carriage be deemed a cabriolet or garden-chair within the meaning of this or any 
other law in this kingdom, if any of the wheels thereof ſhall be of a diameter ex- 
ceeding four feet; any thing herein before contained to the contrary thereof not- 
withſtanding. 

IV. And be it further enacted, That for the better collecting the ſaid duty 
chargeable upon every perſon who ſhall keep any carriage with four wheels, or 
carriage with two wheels, except as before excepted, every perſon who at any time 
from and after the twenty-fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
cighty-ſix, ſhall have or keep any coach, chariot, berlin, calaſh, or chaiſe with 
four wheels, or chaiſe with two wheels, except as before excepted, and in reſpect 
whereof he or ſhe ſhall be chargeable with the ſaid additional duties, ſhall within 
fourteen days after the ſaid twenty-fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred 
and eighty-ſix, or within fourteen days after he or ſhe ſhall have or keep any ſuch 
coach, chariot, berlin, calaſh, or chaiſe with four wheels, or chaiſe with two 
wheels, by writing under his or her hand, certify to the collector of exciſe in ſome 
one of the diſtricts wherein he or ſhe ſhall reſide and dwell, and likewiſe to the 
examinator of hearth-money in Dublin, mentioning to him in ſuch writing the 
name and diſtrict of the collector to whom he or ſhe has ſo certified awrue ac- 
count of every ſuch coach, chariot, berlin, calaſh, and chaiſe with four wheels, 
or chaiſe with two wheels, which he or ſhe ſhall have or keep, except as before 
excepted, with the name of the place and pariſh of his or her reſidence or abode 
at the time of giving ſuch certificate z which ſaid certificate ſhall be kept by the 
reſpective collectors of the ſeveral diſtricts of this kingdom for the time being, 
and ſhall be alſo entered or regiſtered ip an alphabetical book to be by, them re- 
ſpectively kept for that purpoſe, and a copy of ſuch entry ſgned by collector 
or his clerk, ſhall be delivered if required, without fee or reward, to the perſon 
delivezing ſuch certificate, and a number ſhall be entered on each certificate ſo re- 
giſtered, and that the ſaid collectors reſpeQiyely, ſhall under their hands on or be- 
fore the twenty-fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-ſeven, 
give a true liſt of all coaches, chariots, berlins, calaſhes, and chaiſes with ſour 
wheels, and chaiſes with two wheels, from time to time returned to them reſpec- 
tively in ſuch, certificates, with the names of the perſons and places of their abode 
reſpectiyely mentioned iu ſuch reſpective certificates to the perſons who for the 
time being ſhall be appoipted by the commiſſioners of your Majeſty's revenue of 
exciſe, or any three of them, to collect and receive the ſaid duties j and that ſuch 
perſons, as ſhall be appointed by the ſaid commiſſioners of exciſe, or any three of 
them, to collect and receive the ſaid duties on coaches, chariots, berlins, calaſhes, 
and chaiſes with four wheels, and chaiſes with two wheels, ſhall have full power 
and, authority to levy, collect, and receive the ems, within the diſtrict wherein 
the certificate ſhall, be entered, in the ſame manner as your Majeſty's. revenue 
ariſing. from fire-hearths, is now by law levied, collected, and received, and 
ſhall reſpectively ſign and deliver acquittances without ſee or reward for the 
ne n thereof in a book to be kept n 
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in the ſame manner as acquittance are given and kept for the duty of fire- 
hearths, and ſhall reſpectively return the book containing the duplicates of ſuch 
acquitrances to ſuch perſon and perſons at the ſame time, and to be diſpoſed of 
in the ſame manner as books containing the duplicates of acquittances for the ſaid 
duty on fire-hearths are returned, and that the duties aforeſaid ſhall be paid in 
the reſpective diſtricts wherein the ſaid carriages ſhall be Wan or regiſtered re- 
ſpectively, and in no other. 

V. And be it further enacted, That every coach-maker, or ocher perſon mak- 
ing carriages for ſale in this kingdom, ſhall within ten days after he or the ſhall 
ſell and deliver any coach, chariot, berlin, calaſh, or chaiſe with four wheels, or 
two wheels, certify to the colleftor of exciſe in the diſtrict where ſuch coach- 
maker ſhall refide, the kind of carriage he or ſhe has ſo ſold, and whether with 
four or two wheels, and the name of the perſon to whom he or ſhe has ſold the 
Tame, together with the place of reſidence of ſaid perſon in caſe he or ſhe knows the 
ſame; and that if any perſon or perſons ſhall have or keep any coach, chariot, 
berlin, calaſh, or chaiſe with four wheels, or chaiſe with two wheels, chargeable 
with the ſaid duties, or any of them, by virtue of this act, which ſhall not be 
certified by him, her, or them, in manner as aforeſaid, that then, and in fuch 
caſe, every ſuch perſon or perſons, ſo having or keeping ſuch coach, chariot, ber- 
lin, calaſh, or chaife with four wheels, or chaiſe with two wheels, not certified 
as aforeſaid, or if any coach-maker or perſon making carriages for ſale, ſhall 
omit to give any ſach certificate as aforeſaid, every ſuch perſon or perſons, 
coach-maker, or other perſon making carriages for ſale, ſhall for wel wok ne- 
glect forfeit reſpectively the ſum of twenty pounds. 

VI. Provided nevertheleſs, That every perſon except as before excepted, hav- 
ing in his, her, or their keeping or poſſeſſion, any coach, chariot, berlin, calaſh, 
or chaiſe with four wheels, or chaiſe with two wheels, belonging to another, 
ſhall be charged for each and' every ſuch coach, chariot, berlin, calaſh, or chaiſe 
with four wheels, or chaiſe with two wheels, with the faid duty or duties im- 
poſed by this act, in the fame manner as the owner or proprietor thereof 10 or 
ought to be charged or charge able for the ſame by this act. 

VI. And be it further enacted, That the perſon br perſons who for Gd 
being, ſhall de authorized and empowered to collect and levy the ſaid duty or du- 
ties, or any df them, on coaches, ' chariots, berlins, calaſhes, and chaifes, ſhall 


pay the ſame to the collectors of the ſeveral diſtricts where the ſaid duty ſhall be 


collected and raiſed, and that the ald collectors ſhall keep ſeparate and diſtin 


accounts thereof, and pay the lame into your Majeſty's treaſury in be manner a 


other monies received by them for the uſe of your Majeſty. , 
VII. Provided always, That nothing in this act ſhall extend, or be allthis 
to extend, to charge any perſon or perſons with the additional duties of ten ſhil- 
lings chargeable upon chaiſes with two wheels, nor to öblige ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons to make entry of any chaiſe with two wheels, ho ſhall keep and certify 
to the ſaid collectors of exciſe, and examinator of hearth money in manner 
above mentioned, any coach. chariot, berlin, 'calaſh,” or chaiſe ad four 
wheels.

exported, the ſum of eight petice: for every pound weight -avairdupois 3 for all 
ſtuffy made in Ireland, of filk and worſted, and exported, the ſum of fix pence 
for every pound weight avoirdupois ; for all-ſtuffs: made in Ireland, of fd mixed 
with incle or cotton, und exported, the ſuns of one ſhilling for every pound weight 
avoirdupois, and fo im proportion for any greater or leſs quantities ; which [ſeveral

other perſons, together with the horſes and carriages employed as aforeſaid, 


_ etofs fuch ferry to the uſual landing place; or if any perfon having the care of 


any gate of 4 walled town, or the cuſtody of the keys of fuch gate, ſhall not 
within a quarter of an hour after demand made aloud at fuc% gate, open the ſame, 
and admit the coachman, poſt boy, rider, guard, ſervant, or other perſons, toge- 
ther with the horſes and horfe carriages employed as aforeſaid, fuch offender or 
offenders being convicted thereof by the oath of fuch coachman, poſt boy or ri- 
der, or other credible witneſs or witneſſes, before any juſtice of the peace within 
The diſtrict where the offence ſhall be committed; which oath every juſtice is here- 


by authorized and required to adminiſter, ſhall for every fuch offence forfeit the

F * thethetter fopyort -of your Majeſty's government, and towards de- 
fraying the expences of the ſame in this kingdom, we the commons of 


Ireland, in Partiament 'afſembled, "have reſolved to grant unto your Majeſty 


the feveral rates and duties herein after mentioned: be it therefore enacted by 


the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of the 
lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this prefent Parliament afſem- 
-bled, and by the authority of the ſame, That from and after the twenty-fifth

ſhall be anfwered and paid to your Majeſty, your heirs and ſucceſſors, by every 
hawker, pedlar, petty chapman, or other trading perſon going from town to town, 
or to other men's houſes, fairs, marts or markets, and travelling either on foot, 
or with horſe or horſes, aſs or aſſes, mule or mules, or other beaſt or beaſts, or 
otherwiſe, in this kingdom, (except as herein after mentioned) or otherwiſe car- 
rying to ſell, or expoſing to ſale any goods, wares, or merchandizes whatſoever 
(except as herein after mentioned) and all travelling tinkers, ſmiths, and caſters 
of iron and metal, and all perſons hawking about tea, coffee, trees, ſhrubs, or 
plants for ſale, and alfo all perſens ſelling or expoſing to ſale in ſtall, ſtand, 
ſhed, booth, bulk, or other place, not being a part of or in his or her dwelling 
houſe, any new or old books, maps, prints pamphlets, charts, engravings or 
drawings; and all perſons who ſhall ſell or expoſe to ſale any glaſs bottles not 
being reſpectively the makers or importers thereof, or not ſelling wines, ſpirits, 
beer, or ale, a duty of forty ſhillinge : and that every ſuch perſon ſo travelling 
with any horfe or horſes, aſs or afſes, mule or mules, or other beaſt or beaſts, 
bearing or drawing burthen during the time aforeſaid, ſhall pay the ſum of forty 
Ghillings for each horſe, aſs, mule, or other beaſt, bearing or drawing burthen, 
he or ſhe ſhall ſo travel with or cauſe to be uſed for the purpoſe of carrying or

furniſh themſelves from others who ſhall have done the ſame. 

XXII. And whereas it was formerly the practice to inſert un Sebith- 
ment, on which bills, anſwers, and other pleadings in equity were engroſſed and 
written, twenty chancery or exchequer ſheets, each ſheet in chancery containing 
ninety words, and each ſheet in the exchequer one hundred and two words, and 
the ſame has been deemed a fair and reaſonable quantity to be engroſſed or writ- 
ten in and upon each ſkin of parchment, and the uſual charge for drawing and en- 
groſſing may accordingly upon taxation of coſts be fairly and equitably. allowed : 
and whereas it hath been of late practiſed by attornies, ſolicitors, and others to 
inſert in one ſkin of parchment, the contents of a greater quantity of ſheets 
than the quantity of chancery or exchequer ſheets above ſpecified, and to 
charge their clients and employers double and treble the ſum for engroſſing ſuch 
ſkins, calling the ſame double or treble ſkins, and alledging that they inſert 
twice or thrice as much in quantity as they are obliged to do, and that upon 
a taxation they ſhould be allowed accordingly, by which means the client or 
employer is liable to be impoſed upon, and the produce of the ſaid duties may 
be materially affected: be it therefore enacted, That from and after the 
paſſing of this act, all attornies, ſolicitors, or other perſons, ſhall make their 
ſeveral charges upon their clients or employers, for engroſſing bills, anſwers, 
and other pleadings in equity, at or after the known and uſual rates for 
each ſkin, according-to the number of ſkins they ſhall ſo engroſs ox write, and 
not otherwiſe, and that if any attorney, ſolicitor, or other perſon, ſhall, for the

or under any pretence whatſoever, ſuch charge ſhall not be payable by the client, 
end further, that every attorney, ſolicitor, or other perſon ſhall, for every ſuch 
- charge ſo made or demanded, forfeit and pay for the firſt offence the ſum of ten 
«pounds, and for the ſecond oſfence the ſum of fifty pounds, and for the third 
offence the ſum of one hundred pounds, with treble coſts of ſuit, to any perſon 
or perſons who hall inform and ſue for the ſame in eny court of record by action, 
. bill, plaint, or information, wherein no efſvign, protection, or wager of Jaw ſhall 
be allowed. 

XXIII. And be it further enacted, That where any bill of coſt in any cauſe in 
un. Majeſty's courts of chancery or exchequer, in which there ſhall be auy 
charge or charges for drawing or for engroſſing on parchment, any bills, an- 
ſwers, or other pleadings in the ſaid courts reſpectively, which have been eu- 
groſſed or written Gace the twenty Gfth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hun- 
. dred and eighty five, or which mall be engroſſed or written and filed in either 
of the ſaid courts ſhall be taxed, the offivers who ſhall. xeſpectively tax fuch 
bills of coſts, ſhall tax the charges for drawing and engroſſing  fuch bills, 
.anſwers, or other pleadings at the uſual charge by the fin, according to the num- 
der of ſkins actually contained in ſuch pleading, and not according to the num- 
ber of ſheets ot words contained in ſuch ſkin, agreeably to the true intent and 
in the court of Chancery, ſhall Ggnify at the ſoot of ſuch bill of coſt, that the 
number of | ſkins contained in the pleadings mentioned therein, hath been certi- 
. fied to him by the keeper of the rolls of the court of Chancery, or his deputy; 
and if ſuch bill of coſt be in a cauſe in the ſaid court of Exchequer, the officer 
who ſhall tax the ſame, ſhall fignify at the foot of ſuch bill, that he bath inſpected 
the engroſſment of the pleadings mentioned in ſuch bill of coſt. 

XXIV, And in caſe ſuch officers reſpeclively who ſhall tax ſuch bills of coſts 
as aforeſaid, ſhall neglect or refuſe to apply to the clerk of the rolle for ſuch cer- 
tificate as aforeſaid, or to inſpet the engroſſment of the pleadings mentioned 
in ſuch bill of coſt, or ſhall neglect or refuſe to tax the charges for drawing and 
.engroſſing ſuch- bills, anſwers, oz other pleadings, in manner herein directed, 
every ſuch officer ſo neglecting or refuling reſpectively as aforeſaid, ſhall forfeit 
for every ſuch neglect or refuſal the ſum of ten pounds. 

XXV. And in caſe the keeper of the rolls of the court of chancery, or his 
deputy, ſhall negleCt or refuſe to inſpect and certify the number of ſkins contained 
in ſuch pleadings as aforeſaid, to the proper officer of the faid court, upon being 
applied to by him for the purpoſes aforeſaid, ſuch keeper or his deputy ſhall, 
for every ſuch neglect or refuſal, forfeit in like manngr the ſum of ten pounds; 
which ſaid ſeveral forfeitures ſhall be enforced in a ſummarry way, upon mo- 
tion by order of the ſaid courts of Chancery and Exchequer, upon complaint 
made to them reſpectively, againſt any officer. who ſhall be guilty. of ſuch neglect 
or refuſal, and ſhall go and enure to the uſe of your Majeſty, T 
ceſſors. 

XXVI. Provided N That nothing in this at contained hall mod, or bs 
conſtrued. to extend to the charge to be made for engroſſing any bill, anſwer, or 
other pleaditig in equity, the whole contents of which ſhall not amount to the 
quantity; or number of ſheets, to be contained in two ſkins, reckoning the quan- 
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XVII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every copy A, D. 


of every affidavit which ſhall be read in any court whatſoever, ſhall be en- 
grofſed or written in ſuch manner as that the quantity of writing contained in 
any one ſheet or piece of paper ſhall not be deemed more than one ſheet, accord- 
ing to the manner in which the officers of the courts in which ſuch aſſidavit 
ſhall be reſpectirely filed, charge by the ſheet for ſuch affidavit ; and if any 


officer of any court ſhall charge for the quantity of writing contained in any 
one ſheet or piece of paper, on which any copy of ſuch affidavit ſhall be writ- 
ten, more than the fees to which he ſhall be entitled for one ſheet, according to 


the courſe of the court in which ſuch affidavit ſhall be filed, he ſhall for every 
ſuch charge ſo made or demanded, forfeit and pay the ſum of ten pounds, with 


treble coſts of fuit to any perſon or perſons who ſhall inform and ſue for the ſame 


in any court record, by action, bill, plaint, or information, wherein no 
eſſoign, protection, or wager of law ſhall be allowed, or rp civil bill in the court 
of proper juriſdiction. :

XXXI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That all rellum, 
parchment, and paper hereby intended to be charged with the ſeveral and reſpec- 
tive duties aforeſaid, ſhall, before any of the matters or things herein before men · 
tioned, be thereupon engroſſed or written, be brought to the head office afore- 
ſaid to be ſtamped and marked; and the ſaid commiſſioners and officers are hereby 
required, upon demand. of the perſon or perſons ſo bringing the ſame forthwith, 
without ſee or reward, to ſtamp or mark any quantity or parcels of vellum, parch- 
ment, or paper ſo brought, ſuch perſon or perſons paying to ſuch officer or officers 
as ſhall be appointed in that behalf, the reſpective duties hereby granted and d- 
rected to be paid for the ſame. | 

XXXII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any per-

And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any 
perſon or perſons have or hath engroſſed or written, or cauſed to be engroſſed ar 
written, at any time fince the commencement of the ſaid acts, or any of them, 
or ſhall at any time hereafter engroſs or write, or cauſe to be engroſſed or written, 
upon any vellum, parchment, or paper, any of the matters or things for which 
the ſaid rellum, parchment or paper was chargeable by the ſaid acts, or any of 
them, or is hereby charged to pay any duty before ſuch time as the ſaid vellum, 
parchment, or paper, hath been, or ſhall be marked or ſtamped as aforeſaid, or 
| hath, or have engroſſed or written, or cauſed to be engroſſed or written, or ſhal; 
engroſs or write, or cave to be engroſſed or written, any matter or thing upon 
any vellum, parchment, or paper, that have been, or ſhall be ſtamped or marked 
for any lower duty than the duty by the ſaid acts, or this act, payable for what 
hath been, or ſhall be ſo engroſſed or written, then, and in every ſuch caſe, there 
ſhall be duly anſwered and paid to your Majeſty, your heirs and ſuceeſſors, over 
and above ſuch duty as aforeſaid, for every ſuch deed, inſtrument, or writing, 
the ſum of ten pounds, and no ſuch deed, record, inſtrument, or writing, 
ſhall be pleaded or given in evidence in any court, or admitted in any court to be

them, that ſhall inform and ſue for the ſame. 

XXXVIL And b: it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That in caſe 
any clerk, officer, or perſon, who in reſpe& of any publick office or employ- 
ment, is or ſhall be authorized or entruſted to make, engroſs, or write, any re- 
cords, deeds, inſtruments, or writings, by this act charged to pay a duty as 
aforeſaid, ſhall be wilfully guilty of any fraud, or practice, to defraud your Ma- 
jeſty, your heirs or ſucceſſors, of any duty by this act payable, by making, engroſſing, 
or writing, any ſuch record, deed, inſtrument, or writing, or by cauſing the ſame to be 
made, engroſſed, or written upon rellum, parchmeat, or paper, not marked or ſtamped 
according to this act, or upon vellum, parchment, or paper, marked or ſtamped with 
any mark or tamp which he.ſhall know to be counterfeited, or by wilfully engrofling 
or writing any ſuch deed, inſtrument, or other writing upon vellum, parch- 
ment, or paper, which he ſhall know to be marked or ſtamped for a lower duty

reſpect whereof any duty ſhall be payable by virtue of this act, then and fo 
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often, and in every ſuch caſe, every ſuch perſon ſo offending in any of the par- 
ticulars before mentioned, ſhall for every ſuch offence forfeit the ſorn of fifty 


ceflors, and the other 40 the uſe of him, her, or den who ſhall inform and fu 
for the ſame. 

" XXXIX. Provided always, and be it further enated by the anthority aforefaid, 
That as often as the ſaid devices or marks, or any of them ſhall be changed, 
varied, or altered as herein before mentioned, it ſhall be lawful for . all. perſons 
who ſhall have at that time in their cuſtody or poſſeſſion any vellum, parchment, 
or paper marked with the impreſſion of the type, mark, or ſtamp which ſhall 
have been changed, varied or altered, upon which none of the matters or 


things hereby charged ſhall have been engrofſed or written, to bring or ſend 


at any time within the ſpace of fixty days after the publication of ſuch ad- 
vertiſement as aforeſaid, ſuch vellum, parchment or paper unto the ſaid com- 
miſſioners to the head office of the city of Dublin, or to ſuch other offices ap- 


pointed as aforeſaid; and the faid commiſſioners and, officers reſpectively are 


hereby required to deliver or cauſe to be delivered unto the ſeveral perſons 


| who ſhall ſo bring and deliver any quantity of vellum, parchment or paper, the 


| like quantity of vellum, parchment or paper, and as good in quality, marked 


with the impreſſion of ſuch new: type, mark, or ſtamp, without demanding or 


taking directly or indirectiy for the ſame, any ſum of money or other conſidera- 
tion whatſoever, under the penalty of ſorſeiting for every ſuch offence the ſum 


of one hundred pounds, one moiety thereof to your Majeſty, your heirs and ſuc- 


ceſſors, and the other moiety thereof to him, her, or them who ſhall inform and Ft 
ſue for the ſame j ond in caſe any perſon ſhall negleQ or omit within the time 
aforeſaid, to bring or cauſe to be brought and delivered unto the ſaid commiſ- 


ſioners or officers. as aforeſaid, any ſuch. vellum, parchment or paper, the ſame 


is hereby declared to be of no other effect than if ſuch vellum, parchment, or 
paper had never been ſtamped ; and that all matters and things which ſhall be 
engrofſed or written thereon, after ſuch time as ſhall be appointed by ſuch ad- 
vertiſements as aforeſaid, for making uſe of ſuch changed or altered types, 
marks, or ſtamps aforeſaid, -ſhall be of no other effect than as if they had been 
engroſſed or written on vellum, parchment or paper not marked or ſtamped; 
and all perſons who ſhall engroſs or write on ſuch. vellum, parchment or pa- 
per after the ſaid time, ſhall incur and ſuffer ſuch penalty as is herein be- 


fore inflited on perſons writing and engroſſing on vellum, parchment or paper not 


marked or ſtamped, 

XL. And for the better diſtribution of the ſaid vellum, parchment, and paper, 
and that your Majeſty's ſubjects may have the ſame with convenience and at 
an eaſy rate: be it further enacted, That the lord lieutenant or other chief 
governor or governors of this kingdom for the time being, ſhall” once in every 
year, at leaſt, ſet the prices at which all forts of ſtamped vellum, parchment 
and paper ſhall be fold; and the ſaid commiſſioners for managing the ſaid 
duties upon vellum, parchment, and paper, ſhall ſtamp the ſaid prices fo ſet, 


upon every ſkin or piece of vellum, or parchment, and every ſheet or piece 


of paper ſo by them to be ſold j and that the faid commiſſioners ſhall likewiſe 


allow and pay to every perſon that ſhall bring vellum, parchment, or paper to 


the ſaid head office to be ſtamped in purſuance of this act, the duties whereof 


hereby impoſed ſhall amount to the ſum of ten pounds or upwards, after the 


rate of three pounds for every hundred pounds upon preſent payment of 


the ſaid duty upon the ſaid vellum, parchment or paper ſo by them brought, 
and that o any parchment or paper at the head 
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office for ſtamping the ſame, the duty whereof ſhall amount to the like ſum of 
ten pounds or upwards, ſhall have the ſame allowance for preſent payment. 

XII. And for the better collecting aud ſecuring the duties hereby charged on 
| be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That one printed copy of 
every ſuch pamphlet which ſhall, between the twenty fifth day of March, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty fix, and the twenty fifth day of March, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty ſeven be printed or publiſhed within the city 
of Dublin, ſhall within the ſpace of fix days after the printing thereof, be 
brought to the ſaid head office for marking or ſtamping vellum, parchment, or 
paper, and the title thereof with the number of ſheets contained therein, and 
the duty hereby charged thereon, ſhall be regiſtered or entered in a book to be 
there kept for that purpoſe, which duty ſhall be t pon paid to the proper 
| officer or officers appointed to receive the ſame, or his or their deputy or clerk, 
who ſhall thereupon forthwith give a receipt for the ſame on ſuch printed copy, 
to denote the payment of the duty hereby charged on ſuch pamphlets; and that 
one printed copy of every ſuch pamphlet that ſhall be printed or publiſhed in any 
place not being within the city of Dublin, ſhall within the ſpace of fourteen days 
after the printing thereof, be brought to ſome head colleſtor of the ſaid ſtamp du- 
ties, who is hereby required forthwith to enter the title thereof with the namber 
of ſheets contained therein, and the duty hereby charged thereon, in a book to 
be by him kept for that purpoſe, which duty ſhall be thereupon paid to ſuch col- 
lector who ſhall thereupon give 2 receipt for the ame on ſuch printed copy. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any ſuck 
pamphlet ſhall be printed or publiſhed, and the duty hereby charged thereon ſhall 
not be duly paid within the reſpeQtive times herein before for theſe ſeveral purpoſes 
limited, then the printer and publiſher, and all other perſons concerned in and 
about the printing and publiſhing of ſuch pamphlet, ſhall for every ſuch offence 
forfeit the ſum of twenty pounds, one moiety of which forfeiture to be to the uſe 
of your Majeſty, your heirs and ſucceſſors, and the other moiety to be to the 
uſe of the perſon who ſhall inform and ſuc for the ſame, by action or informa- 
tion in any of your Majeſty's courts of record, or by civil 'bill in the court of 
proper juriſdiction, 

XLII. And be it further enaQted by the authority aforeſaid, That no printer or 
other perſon or perſons whatſoever ſhall publiſh any news-paper, or any paper 
ſerving the purpoſe of a news-paper, before he, ſhe, or they ſhall have entered 
into ſecurity, by bond to your Majeſty, your heirs and ſucceflors, for the pay- 
ment of the duty on advertiſements which ſhall be printed therein or there- 
upon, upon pain that every perſon ſo offending ſhall for every ſuch offence for- 
feit the ſum of twenty pounds, one moiety to your Majeſty, your heirs and 
ſucceſſors, and the other to ſuch perſon who ſhall inform and ſue ſor the ſame, 
by action or information in any of your Majeſty's courts of record, or by civil bill 
in the court of proper juriſdiction. 

XLIV. And be it enacted, That all and every the materials and utenſils for 
priuting uſed in, kept at, or belonging to any printing-houſe, in which any news- 
paper, or any paper ſerving the purpoſe of a news-paper as aforeſaid, hath been 
or ſhall be printed, into whoſe hands ſoever the ſame ſhall have come, or by what- 
ever conveyance or title the ſame ſhall be claimed, ſhall be in the firſt place liable 
and ſubject to, and are hereby charged with all and every ſuch ſum and ſums of 
money as have become due, or ſhall become due, for the duty by this or any 
former act of parliament charged on advertiſements which have been. or ſball 
be printed or publiſhed in ſuch news-paper, or other paper as aforeſaid, dur- 
ing ſuch time as ſuch materials or utenſils were or ſhall be uſed in or kept 
at, or did or ſhall belong to ſuch printing-houſe as aforeſaid ; and it (all and may 
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be lawful in aff cafes to levy ſuch ſum and ſums of money upon fuck materials 
and utenſils, in like manner as if the printer or printers of ſuch news-papers or 
other paper as aforefaid, were the real proprietor or proprietors of ſuch materials 
and utenſils at the time of levying the ſame. 

Xv. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That no perfon. 
whatſoever ſhall ſell or expoſe to ſale any fuch pamphlet, or any news-paper, or 
any paper ſerving the purpoſe of a news-paper, without the true refpeQtive name 
or names, and the place or places of abode of fome known perſon or perſons by 
or for whom the fame was really and truly printed or publiſhed, being written or 
printed thereon, upon pain that every perſon offending herein fhall forfeit for every 
fuch offence the ſum of fifty pounds, one moiety thereof to the uſe of your Ma- 
jeſty, your heirs and ſucceſſors, and the other moiety to the uſe of ſuch perſon 
as ſhall ſuc for the ſame, by action or information in any of your Majeſty's courts 
of record, or by civil bill in the court of proper juriſdiction. 

XVI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, That no officer 
appointed for diſtributing vellum, parchment, or paper in this kingdom, ſhall ſel! 
or deliver any ſtamped paper for printing any publick news paper, intelligence, 
or occurrence to any perſon, unleſs ſuch perſon ſhall give ſecurity by bond as afore- 
ſaid, for the payment of the duties for the advertiſements which ſhall be printed 
therein or thereupon. 

XLVII. And whereas printers, publiſhers, and proprietors of news-papers, in- 
telligences, or occurrences, or other papers ſerving the purpoſe of news-papers, 
who have performed the requifites which by law are required to entitle them to 
obtain from the faid commiſſioners for managing your Majeſty's Ramp duties, 
or their officers, ſtamped paper for printing of ſuch news-papers, or other 
papers as aforeſaid, of which they are reſpectively printers, publiſhers, or pro- 
prietors, have ſupplied printers or proprietors of other news- papers with ſtamp- 
ed paper for the printing of fuch other news-papers, or other papers as 
aforefaid, whereby the laws relating thereto have been evaded : for prevention 
whereof, be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That in all cafes where any

miſfioners or their officers, or diſtributors, every ſuch perſon. ſhall for every

miniſter) and alſo to examine upon oath or affirmation into all the circumſtances

Fo R facilitating trade and intercourſe between this kingdom and the United 
States of America ; be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by 
and with the advice and conſent of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and com- 
mons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, 
"That no manifeſt, certificate, or other document whatſoever, ſhall be required 
for any ſhip or veſſel belonging to the ſaid United States of America, ar- 
civing from thence at any port in this kingdom, or upon entering or clearing out 
from any port in this kingdom, for any port or place within the ſaid United States, 
excepting ſuch bonds as are required to be taken duly to export, and not to re-land 
any goods entitled to a drawback or bounty ; any law, ſtatute, or cuſtom to the 
contrary notwithſtanding. 

IL And it is hereby further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That in any caſe 
where a. certificate is required to diſcharge any ſuch bond entered into for the

brought to a more exemplary and ſpeedy puniſhment than the ufual forms of 
the law will allow: be it therefore enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty,
